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DEDICATION 

Charles  Ferdinand  Martin,  B.A.,  M.D.C.M.,  LL.D.  (Queen's,  Harvard,  and  McGill), 
B.C.S.  (Bishop's),  M.A.A.C,  was  born  in  Montreal  on  the  14th  day  of  October,  1868. 
He  received  his  primary  education  at  the  Montreal  High  School,  and  then  came  to 
McGill.  In  1888  he  graduated  in  Arts  v^ith  first  class  honours  in  English  literature  and 
history.  In  1892  he  obtained  his  M.D.  The  (-ollov^ing  year  was  spent  in  the  Montreal 
General  Hospital,  and  then  he  went  to  Europe  for  post  graduate  study  in  Pathology 
and  Internal  Medicine  at  the  Pasteur  Institute  in  Paris  and  later  in  Graz,  Austria. 

On  his  return  in  1894  he  was  appointed  Demonstrator  in  Pathology  and  Clinic 
Assistant  at  McGill,  and  for  one  year  he  was  Assistant  Pathologist  at  both  Montreal 
General  and  the  Royal  Victoria  Hospitals.  This  was  followed  in  1895  by  his 
appointment  as  Assistant  Physician  at  the  Royal  Victoria  Hospital.  From  1907  till 
1936  he  held  the  following  positions:  Professor  on  Medicine  and  Physician  to  the 
Royal  Victoria  Hospital,-  Consulting  Physician,  Royal  Victoria  Hospital,  Alexandra 
Hospital  and  Children's  Memorial  Hospital. 

In  1923  he  was  appointed  Dean  of  the  Faculty  of  Medicine  at  McGill,  which 
position  he  filled  till  1936  when  he  retired  and  became  a  Governor  of  the  University. 

His  contributions  to  scientific  literature  are  numerous,  dealing  particularly  with 
Diseases  of  the  Blood,  Diseases  of  the  Stomach,  and  Medical  Education.  At  one 
time  or  another  he  has  occupied  the  following  offices:  President  of  the  Montreal 
Medico  Chirurgical  Society,  the  Canadian  Medical  Association,  the  American 
College  of  Physicians,  the  Association  of  American  Medical  Colleges,  the  Asso- 
ciation of  American  Physicians,  and  the  Canadian  National  Committee  for  Mental 
Hygiene.     During  the  War  he  was  Consultant  in  France  and  England  to  the  C.A.M.C. 

At  present  he  is  the  Honorary  President  of  the  Canadian  Handicrafts  Guild  and 
President  of  the  Art  Association  of  Montreal. 

Dr.  Martin  has  also  had  an  outstanding  athletic  career,  holding  the  Canadian 
Open  Championship  in  Tennis  in  1891. 

Dr.  Martin  managed  to  persuade  the  Rockfeller  Foundation  to  donate  large  sums 
of  money  to  the  Department  of  Medicine  of  McGill  and  to  finance  the  construction  of 
the  Neurological  Institute  of  which  McGill  is  justly  proud.

THE     CHANCELLOR'S     MESSAGE 


In  offering  a  few  words  of  farewell  to  those  leaving  McGill  last  year  I  suggested 
they  were  going  into  a  world  of  much  doubt  and  confusion. 

For  some  years  past  and  for  some  years  to  come  I  fear  it  has  been  and  will  be 
possible  for  this  remark  to  be  left  set  up  in  type — for  annual  use. 

The  graduating  class  of  1938  went  out  into  a  world  still  struggling  with  the 
economic  problems  arising  rather  directly  from  what  we  have  become  accustomed  to 
call  the  great  depression.  International  rivalries^  and  the  consequences  of  these^ 
faced  them  but  not  in  the  stark  fashion  in  which  they  face  the  graduates  of  1939. 

Yours  is  the  first  post-Munich  class.  Yours  is  the  class  which  has  seen  the  Red  and 
White  Review  sharing  the  daily  press  with  the  first  rumblings  of  the  invasion  of 
Czechoslovakia.  Yours  is  the  class  whose  final  examinations  must  have  been  com- 
plicated a  little  by  the  possibility  that  they  might  be  written  in  gas-masks. 

For  my  own  part  I  still  remain  hopeful  of  the  continued  peace  of  the  world  into 
which  you  now  emerge — although  my  forecast  may  be  proven  wrong  before  it  reaches 
the  printed  page.  In  any  event,  however,  the  world  into  which  you  go,  if  it  be  one  of 
peace,  will  be  for  a  long  time  yet  one  of  armed  peace. 

Our  country  is  far  from  the  scene  where  international  jealousies  and  rivalries 
may  produce  actual  clash  of  arms,  but  this  is  not  a  world  in  which  distance  means  what 
it  did  when  I  came  out  of  the  University  to  see  a  little  war  between  the  United  States 
and  Spain  and  an  expeditionary  force  recapture  Khartoum.  We  cannot  afford  for  a 
moment  to  guide  our  actions  in  this  country  by  any  mistaken  idea  that  we  are  immune  to 
the  political  troubles  of  a  distant  continent. 

I  am  not  saying  these  things  to  stimulate  warlike  ardour,-  to  urge  you  to  greater 
patriotism,-  or  to  do  anything  which  savours  of  flag-waving.  I  venture  to  remind  you  of 
the  nature  of  the  world  into  which  you  come,  because  this  nature  imposes  upon  you 
certain  responsibilities  which  did  not  lie  as  heavily  upon  your  predecessors.  You 
belong  to  that  generation  which  must  learn  how  to  compromise  between  the  necessary 
effort  to  make  your  country  strong  and  to  keep  it  able  to  play  its  port  in  the  world,  and 
the  ever-broadening  need  of  improvement  in  international  goodwill  and  brotherhood 
between  men. 

It  lies  on  your  shoulders  to  find  out  and  understand  the  problems  of  other  races 
and  other  nations,  and  to  sympathize  with  their  reasonable  ambitions  and  yet  to 
avoid  feeble  refusal  to  stand  up  for  what  is  right  and  for  the  defence  of  those  institu- 
tions which  your  own  nation  regards  as  vital  to  a  civilized  society. 

I  wish  you  success.  I  ask  you  to  remember  that  by  this  success  will  be  judged  the 
real  worth  of  this  University  of  yours. 

I  plead  particularly  with  you  to  remember  that,  when  you  leave  McGill,  you  do 
not  end  the  life-long  connection  which  you  should  maintain  with  the  University,  to 
full  membership  in  which  you  are  now  about  to  be  admitted.

THE     PRINCIPAL'S     MESSAGE 

The  annual  message  to  those  who  are  about  to  pass  out  of  and  beyond  the 
protecting  walls  of  the  University  should  be  a  sincere  farewell  on  an  occasion  which 
marks  the  termination  of  one  era  in  your  lives  and  the  beginning  of  a  new.  To  some, 
perhaps  to  many,  it  will  be  in  a  sense  a  sad  occasion.  Yet  it  should  not  be  so,  for  it 
is  but  an  inevitable  consequence  of  life  itself,  a  stage  in  the  evolution  of  your  careers. 
The  freedom  and  discipline  of  the  University  experience,  and  the  gaiety,  too,  will 
only  give  way  to  the  freedom  and  discipline  and  humour  of  a  wider  world.  New 
horizons  Will  be  opening  up,  presenting  new  views  and  new  problems,  adding  to  your 
experiences,  enriching  your  lives  and  taxing  your  abilities. 

There  is  no  need  to  be  depressed  at  the  gathering  clouds  which  cast  dark  shadows 
on  our  world.  It  is  only  necessary  to  remember  that  the  whole  fabric  of  the  democratic 
doctrine  has  been  woven  out  of  the  thread  of  the  idea  that  man  is  a  reasonable  being, 
that  he  is  moved  by  reason  not  by  passion,  that  he  is  capable  of  exercising  self-dis- 
cipline and  self-restraint,  that  his  inherent  virtues  merit  the  dignity  which  has  been 
conferred  on  him.  There  is  no  need  to  assume  that  that  fabric  which  for  a  century 
served  the  world  so  well  has  now  become  threadbare  and  moth-eaten.  There  is  no 
need  to  be  caught  in  the  fatalism  of  our  times.  There  is  no  need  to  become  an  un- 
resisting victim  of  the  doctrine  so  common  throughout  the  world — the  doctrine  which 
denies  the  dignity  of  mankind,  which  prevents  the  elevation  of  the  human  spirit,  and 
whicfi  corrupts  the  effort  to  emancipate  the  human  race. 

If  to  some  it  seems  that  black  doom  is  slowly  settling  down  on  our  lives,  it  would 
be  wisdom  to  remember  that  without  courageous  resistance  those  forebodings  will 
become  an  accomplished  fact.  If  to  some  it  seems  that  our  world  does  not  extend  the 
inviting  hand  of  opportunity  as  former  worlds  have  done,  it  would  be  well  to  remember 
that  one  of  our  great  tasks  is  to  revive  the  promise  of  attaining  distinction  through  work 
well  done.  This  is  no  time  to  embrace  the  philosophy  of  despair,  to  cave  in  before 
the  constant  ideological  drum  fire  of  an  alien  line.  Indeed,  this  is  the  time  for  courage 
and  vision,  determination  and  faith.  For  they  alone  can  restore  tranquility  to  a 
troubled   universe.  '  ' 

This  is  your  task  as  educated  men  and  women.  This  is,  indeed,  everyone's  task, 
and  you  are  merely  enlisting  your  services  in  the  cause.

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HISTORY    OF    COMMERCE    '39 

Among  the  awe-Filled  newcomers  to  McGill  away  back  in  1935  were  some  fifty-two 
who  proudly  wrote  "Commerce  "39"  after  tiieir  names.  College  was  a  new  thrill 
and  graduation  a  vague  ritual  in  the  far  distant  future. 

That  future^  however,  has  proved  to  be  not  so  distant  and  we  pause  to  review 
events  before  stepping  forth  from  the  protective  wings  of  university  to  try  our  luck 
against  the  world. 

Invasion: — Our  entrance  to  college  was  marked  with  all  the  usual  difficulties 
(e.g.  the  reading  lists  of  English  2),  softened  somewhat  by  the  pleasures  of  coo-king 
the  boo-ks'  the  distinctive  privilege  of  Commerce  students.  Our  men  were  prominent 
in  Freshman  football.      Our  girls  were  also  prominent. 

Conviction: — Came  the  second  year  and  the  sad  realization  that  many  of  the  class 
had  been  found  guilty  in  the  finals  of  the  previous  May.

Eviction: — "Sorry,  gotta  start  studying  next  week"  was  the  pet  saying  of  the 
year,-  and  strange  to  say  "next  week  "  eventually  arrived.  Favourable  results  relieved 
many  a  furrowed  brow  and  convocation  mode  us  a  happy  lot.  (I  hope).  That  the  class 
activities  were  a  varied  lot  can  be  seen  from  the  following,  a  partial  list:

R.  M.  Sugars,  M.A.,  A. I. A.,  C.P.A.,  director  of  the  school  of  commerce  and 
professor  of  Spanish  at  McGill  University^  retired  this  year  after  23  years  of 
service  on  the  college  staff. 

The  retirement  of  Professor  Sugars  marks  the  end  of  his  active  work  on  behalf 
of  the  school  of  commerce,  begun  23  years  ago  when  he  went  to  McGill  to 
organize  and  direct  it.  The  school  now  has  200  regular  degree  students  and 
some  350  evening  students.  In  addition  to  its  own  work  it  conducts  the  examina- 
tions for  the  chartered  accountants    associations  of  the  province. 

Professor  Sugars  is  a  native  of  Dungannon,  Eire,  where  he  was  born  in  1874. 
He  holds  the  degree  of  Master  of  Arts  from  Trinity  College,  Dublin.  An  authority 
on  Spanish  language  and  literature,  he  was  mode  associate  professor  of  Spanish 
at  the  university  in  1920  and  professor  of  Spanish  in  1936.  During  his  student 
days  he  spent  his  vacations  in  France,  hie  lived  in  Barcelona,  Spain,  for  six 
years,     hie  came  to  Montreal  first  as  a  professor  at  the  University  of  Montreal.

The  Social  Functions  which  ore  sponsored  by  the  Women's  Union  are  not 
extensive,  but  are  nevertheless  of  sufficient  number  and  variety  to  benefit  all 
members  of  the  Society. 

A  tea  and  a  dinner  were  given  early  in  the  fall  to  welcome  the  incoming 
women  students  of  first  year.  A  series  of  class  luncheons,  addressed  by  speakers, 
took  place  during  the  year.  Two  parties  were  given  for  the  entertainment  of 
all  members  of  the  Women's  Union,  the  "Spinsters'  Spree"  and  the  Buffet  Supper, 
both  held  in  R.V.C. 

Though  the  Women's  Union  has  accomplished  much  in  its  seven  years  of 
existence,  its  possibilities  ore  far-reaching,  and  a  great  deal  can  still  be  done  to 
build  a  more  important  and  serviceable  organization.  To  the  incoming  executive 
who  will  take  up  the  task,  we  offer  our  best  wishes  for  a  very  successful  year.

THE    GRADUATES'    SOCIETY 

"To  promote  the  interest  of  the  University  and  to  bind  the  graduates  more  closely 
to  one  another  and  to  the  University  are  the  aims  of  The  Graduates'  Society  of 
McGill  University  as  set  forth  in  the  Act  of  Incorporation,  dated  24th  July,  1880. 
The  Society  v/as  first  established  in  1855. 

In  the  year  just  passed  a  dinner  was  held  to  celebrate  Founder  s  Day,  the 
6th  of  October  (being  the  birthday  of  the  hlon.  James  McGill)  when  Dr.  L.  W. 
Douglas,  the  honoured  guest,  addressed  the  assembled  graduates  for  the  first 
time  as  Principal  of  their  Alma  Mater.  A  verbatim  report  of  this  momentous 
address  was  published  in  the  Society  s  quarterly  magazine.     The  McGill  News." 

The  Society  took  an  active  part  in  the  Football  Rally  at  the  opening  of  the 
Football  season  and  in  conducting  the  Graduates  Dinner  to  the  Champion  Foot- 
ball teams  held  in  December.  Both  events  were  marked  by  high  enthusiasm  and 
interest  of  the  graduate  body  in  the  fortunes  of  the  undergraduates  football 
teams.  Through  the  development  in  recent  years  of  The  Graduates'  Athletic 
Club  the  Graduates'  Society  has  shown  its  interest  in  all  forms  of  undergraduate 
athletics.  This  Club  is  made  up  of  member  clubs  interested  in  these  forms  of 
athletics:  Football  (rugby  and  soccer  clubs),  hockey,  basketball,  skiing,  track, 
tennis  and  swimming.  {Continued  on  page  2^1}

The  fourteen  students  of  tfie  class  of  1939  come  from  all  ports  of  the  country  and 
represent  nearly  every  province  in  the  Dominion.  They  bring  with  them  a  wide  variety 
of  experience;  some  in  business,  some  in  teaching,  some  in  library  work,  while  there 
ore  those  recently  graduated  from  different  universities. 

Although  a  love  of  books  is  essential  m  the  study  of  library  science  this  is  only 
the  beginning.  The  training  includes  instruction  in  library  administration,  the  selecting, 
ordering,  and  loan  of  books,  their  classification  and  cataloguing,  library  planning, 
publicity  work,  and  the  history  of  books  and  libraries.  Courses  are  also  given  in  the 
adaptation  of  general  library  technique  to  special  and  school  libraries.  Throughout 
the  year,  trips  are  token  to  the  various  libraries  in  the  city  and  a  week  is  spent  in 
New  York  and  vicinity  visiting  the  libraries  and  museums  for  which  that  city  is  noted. 
In  this  way  the  students  ore  given  an  opportunity  to  see  in  practical  operation  the 
theories  which  they  have  been  studying. 

In  1904,  after  consultation  between  Mr.  C.  \~\.  Gould,  then  Librarian  at  McGill, 
and  Dr.  Melvil  Dewey,  Director  of  the  New  York  State  Library  School  at  Albany, 
plans  were  made  to  found  a  sessional  Library  School  at  McGill  University.  A  summer 
school  was  started  that  year  and  was  continued  intermittently  until  1928  when,  under 
the  present  librarian,  it  was  made  a  regular  port  of  the  Library  School.  Meanwhile 
arrangements  v^ere  going  forward  to  provide  a  winter  course  and  these  materialized 
in  1927,  when  the  McGill  Library  School  offered  the  first  winter  course  to  be  held 
under  the  auspices  of  a  Canadian  university.  The  entrance  qualifications  were 
later  raised  and  in  1930  the  School  became  a  graduate  school  accredited  by  the 
American  Library  Association  Board  of  Education  for  librarianship  and  conferring  the 
degree  of   Bachelor  of  Library  Science. 

This  growth  of  the  School  parallels  that  of  library  work  with  its  steady  penetration 
into  all  fields  of  activity.  The  library  of  yesterday  v^as  chiefly  a  storehouse  for  books,- 
today  it  has  so  extended  its  services  and  functions,  it  has  time  and  ogam  proved  itself 
an  essential  port  not  only  of  learned  societies  and  institutions  but  of  business  and  in- 
dustrial  establishments. 

After  this  post  year  spent  in  acquiring  knowledge  of  books,  their  contents,  their 
use,  and  their  relationship  to  the  individual  and  the  community  at  large,  the  students 
will  leave,  believing  with  Corlyle,  All  that  Mankind  has  done,  thought,  gained,  or 
been:  it  is  lying  as  in  magic  preservation  in  the  pages  of  Books."

RT.  HONOURABLE  ERNEST  LAPOINTE 

Rt.  Honorable  Ernest  Lopointe,  P.C.,  K.C.,  M.P.,  B.  A.,  LL.B.,  LL.D.,  was  born  on  Oct 
6th  1876  and  educated  at  Rimouski  College  and  Laval  University.  He  was  called  to 
the  Bar  in  July  1898  and  practiced  law  at  Riviere-du-loup.  In  1908  he  was  created 
King's  Counsel  and  was  the  Canadian  delegate  to  the  League  of  Nations  (Geneva) 
in  1922.  Negotiating  and  signing  a  Treaty  with  the  United  States — he  was  the  first 
Canadian  to  sign  a  treaty  alone  and  with  the  full  powers  of  hHis  Majesty  the  King, 
hie  was  leader  of  the  government  in  the  hHouse  of  Commons  in  1926  and  in  the  same 
year  represented  Canada  with  the  Prime  Minister  at  the  Imperial  Conference — later 
being  head  of  the  Canadian  delegation  to  the  Imperial  Conference  of  1929.  Ernest 
Lapointe  was  also  a  member  of  the  Canadian  Delegation  for  the  coronation.  After 
a  very  successful  career  in  the  hHouse  of  Commons  from  1904  to  1921  he  became 
Minister  of  Marine  and  Fisheries  in  1921 .  hHe  became  Minister  of  Justice  in  1924  in 
Mr.  King's  Administration  and  again  in  1935.  hie  became  a  member  of  hlis 
Majesty's  Privy  Council  for  the  United  Kingdom  in  1937.  Ernest  Lapointe  is  a  mem- 
ber of  many  outstanding  Societies  of  Quebec  and  Canada  and  has  been  honored 
by  several  Universities. 


WILLIAM  ALLAN  NEILSON 

William  Allan  Neilson,  educator,  was  born  at  Doune,  Perthshire,  Scotland,  March 

28,  1869,  son  of  David  and  Mary  Allan  Neilson.     h^is  father  was  master  of  the  village 

school.    William  A.  Neilson  was  prepared  for  college  at  Montrose  Academy  and  was 

graduated  at  Edinburgh  University  with  honors  in  philosophy  in  1891.      Receiving  a 

travelling  fellowship  in  education,  he  crossed  the  Atlantic  and  spent  some  time  visiting 

schools  and  colleges  in  the  United  States  and  Canada,    hie  also  spent  short  periods  at 

Oxford  and  Freiburg  universities.     During  1891-95  he  was  English  master  in  Upper 

Canada    College,    Toronto.       hie  resigned  in    1895    to   enter  the  Graduate  School 

of   FHarvard,   where   he   held   a   Morgan    fellowship.      After   taking    the   degree   of 

Ph.  D.  at  hiarvard  in  1898,  he  went  to  Bryn  Mawr  as  associate  in  English,  returning 

to  teach  at  FHarvard  in  1900.     In  1904  he  was  called  to  Columbia  University,  where 

he  served  as  adjunct  professor  and  professor  until  1906,   lecturing  also  at  Barnard 

College.     hJe  was  professor  of  English  at  FHorvard  and  Radcliffe  from  1906  until  1917,

when  he  was  elected  president  of  Smith  College,  which  position  he  now  holds. 
In  the  summer  of  1909  Professor  Neilson  lectured  at  the  University  of  California,  and 
in  191  4-1  5  in  Paris  at  the  Sorbonne  as  exchange  professor.  At  the  close  of  his  course 
there  he  received  the  medal  of  the  University  of  Paris  in  recognition  of  his  services  at 
the  university  in  War  time,  hie  is  a  fellow  of  the  American  Academy  of  Arts  and 
Sciences;  member  of  the  American  Folk-Lore  Society  (vice-president  1905);  Modern 
Language  Association  of  America  (vice-president  1909);  Scottish  Text  Society; 
English  Association;  New  England  Association  of  Teachers  of  English  (president, 
1911-12);  National  Committee  on  Mental  hHygiene;  President  of  the  Board  of  Trustees 
of  The  Clarke  School  for  the  Deaf,  1930;  chairman  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the 
Carnegie  Foundation,  1932.  Fellow  of  the  American  Academy  of  Arts  and  Sciences. 
FHis  published  volumes  include:  "The  Origin  and  Sources  of  The  Court  of  Love"  1899; 
"Essentials  of  Poetry"  1912;  "The  Facts  About  Shakespeare"  1913;  "Burns,  FHow  to 
Know  FHim"  1917;  "A  FHistory  of  English  Literature"  1920  (joint  author).  FHe  is 
editor  of  "Milton's  Minor  Poems  '  1  899;  "Shakespeare's  Complete  Works",  Cambridge 
Poets  1906;  "The  Types  of  English  Literature  "  series  beginning  1907;  "Roads  to 
Knowledge"  1932.  Co-editor  of  "The  Tudor  Shakespeare"  1911;  "The  Chief  Eliza- 
bethan Dramatists"  1911;  "Tempest  and  Romeo  and  Juliet  '  1914;  and  "Chief  British 
Poets  of  the  1  4th  and  1  5th  Centuries"  1916.  hie  was  associate  editor  of  "The  FHarvard 
Classics"  1909,  and  of  "The  Harvard  Classics  Shelf  of  Fiction"  1917;  "Selections  from 
Chaucer"  1921.  In  addition  to  these  literary  activities  he  has  contributed  articles  to 
technical  journals  and  literary  magazines  and  to  the  "Cambridge  hiistory  of  English 
Literature"  Vol.  VI,  1910.  He  has  been  honored  by  twelve  Universities  and  is  the 
possessor  of  the  Order  of  Alphonso  XII,  1930  and  La  Croix  de  Chevalier  de  la  Legion 
d'Honneur,  1935.

NTERNATIONAL    RELATIONS 


The  I.  R.  C.  was  established  in  the  spring  of  1938  with  the  aim  ol"  studying  world 
affairs  impartially.  These  Clubs  are  promoted  in  universities  and  colleges  in 
several  countries  by  the  Carnegie  Endowment  for  International  Peace^  which 
supplies  recent  books  on  foreign  relations  and  biweekly  news  bulletins,  and 
arranges  regional  conferences. 

The  meetings  this  year  have  consisted  of  informal  talks,  followed  by  lively 
discussions,  on  different  aspects  of  current  international  events.  Dr.  Frantisek 
Pavlasek  spoke  in  October  on  "Czechoslovakia  and  the  Central  European 
Crisis.  In  November  Prof.  Arthur  Newell,  of  the  Anglo-American  Associates, 
discussed  "Recent  Tendencies  in  American  Foreign  Policy."  Prof.  P.  E.  Corbett 
gave  an  address  in  December  on  Canada  and  Pan-Americanism,  which 
had   widespread   repercussions. 

In  the  second  term,  Jean  Martineau  K.C.,  outlined  the  French-Canadian 
attitude  to  external  relations.  The  McGill  I.R.C.  has  close  association  with  a 
sister  unit  of  the  Clubs  at  the  University  of  Montreal  and  in  this  way  is  endeavour- 
ing to  promote  closer  cooperation  between  the  English  and  French  students  in 
the  city.

MEDICAL  UNDERGRADUATE  SOCIETY 

The  Medical  Undergraduate  Society  is  composed  of  all  the  medical  students  at 
McGill.  It  is  the  only  society  which  officially  represents  the  medical  students 
socially,  politically^  and  economically.  All  executives  and  policies  are 
determined    by   popular   vote. 

This  year,  the  number  of  meetings  was  increased  over  that  of  previous  years 
and  several  new  activities  were  introduced.  Foremost  among  these  were 
active  campaigns  carried  on  through  committees  for  the  advancement  of  the 
following:  The  improvement  of  student  health  care  and  the  safeguarding  of  it 
by  better  and  more  frequent  medical  examinations,-  the  establishment  of  a  student 
speakers  bureau  to  provide  speakers  on  health  problems  for  various  groups 
throughout  the  city,-  the  aiding  of  students  in  buying  books  and  instruments,-  the 
formation  of  a  committee  to  present  the  students  ideas  to  the  faculty  regarding 
curriculum  changes.  Not  the  least  important  of  the  years  program  was  the  re- 
establishment  of  tea-dances  after  the  football  games.  Two  of  these  were  given 
under  the  name  of  Post  Ludum  Dance  and  both  were  very  successful.  Another 
new  institution  at  the  meetings  this  year  was  the  use  of  moving  picture  films  in 
presenting  certain  medical  topics.  This  proved  to  be  highly  popular.  The 
medical  case  reports  were  continued  and  all  were  interesting  and  showed  much 
careful  preparation.  The  medical  banquet  and  ball  were  held  as  usual  and  were 
social  successes.

As  in  previous  years  the  faculty  of  music  continues  its  efforts  to  raise  the  standard  of

usic.     Its  aim  has  been  greatly  aided  by  the  able  leadership  of  Dr.  Douglas  Clarke, 


Dean  of  the  faculty  of  music. 


A  well  known  and  able  examination  board  keeps  the  college  in  close  touch  with 
the  leading  musical  centre  of  the  east  and  west,  as  well  as  rigidly  uplifts  the  standard 
of  music  at  the  faculty.  During  the  lifetime  of  Lord  Strathcona  the  faculty  had  the  use 
of  the  building  at  University  and  Sherbrooke.  Through  the  generosity  of  Lady 
Strathcona  the  Faculty  of  Music  was  given  both  the  building  and  land  upon  which  it 
stands.  This  year  the  Faculty  is  celebrating  the  fifteenth  year  of  its  ownership.  The 
Faculty  is  composed  of  students  who,  being  artists  in  their  own  right,  are  interested  in 
continuing  their  studies  and  perfecting  their  artistry.  Each  year  recitals  are  given  by 
the  students  for  the  benefit  of  the  students  of  the  university  and  on  several  occasions 
play  for  functions  which  take  place  in  connection  with  the  university,  notably  at  the 
convocation  of  Earl  Baldwin.

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THE  MACDONALD  PUBLICATIONS 

This  year  again^  we  were  fortunate  in  having  the  privilege  of  using  the  "McGili 
Daily  as  the  medium  for  our  otficial  news  outlet.  This  plan^  inaugurated  last 
year  with  the  abandonment  of  the  old  Failt-Ye  Times,  had  the  great  advantage 
over  the  previous  system  of  a  daily  paper  at  our  disposal,  of  working  with  McGill 
students,  and  hence  co-ordinating  more  closely  the  activities  of  the  two  parts 
of  the  University. 

However  it  was  felt  that  such  an  arrangement  was  not  serving  our  student 
body  to  best  advantage,  due  largely  to  difficulties  encountered  because  of  our 
distance  from  McGill,  and  the  uncertainty  of  available  news  space.  Also,  it 
was  felt  that  those  from  Mocdonald  who  were  writing  for  the  "Daily"  were  not 
getting  the  newspaper  experience  their  work  entitled  them  to,  largely  because 
of  each  individual  s  remoteness  from  the  McGill  editorial  staff.  And  so  with  this 
in  mind,  it  was  decided  to  discontinue  our  arrangement  with  the  Daily"  and 
publish  our  own  weekly  paper,  "The  Mac  News.  While  it  is  to  be  regretted 
that  this  move  necessitated  severing  our  friendly  relations  with  the  "McGill 
Daily,"  nevertheless  we  believe  it  a  sane  step  and  an  inevitable  one  in  that  a 
college  this  size  should  be  capable  of  supporting  its  own  paper. 

The  "News"  is  a  small  beginning,  but  it  is  our  own  paper.  Not  only  does 
it  serve  as  our  news  medium  as  did  the  "Daily,"  but  it  has  the  great  advantage  of 
close  association  between  those  taking  active  part  in  its  publication  and  our 
printers.

All  undergraduates  students  at  McGill  University  who  pay  the  Universal  Fee  are 
members  of  the  Students'  Society.  This  fee  is  compulsory  and  collected  at  the  Comp- 
troller's office  when  Sessional  Fees  are  paid.  The  fee  for  men  is  $20.00  and  for 
women  $15.00. 

The  Society  controls  all  student  extra-curricular  activities,  which  are  financed, 
either  partially  or  in  full,  by  it. 

An  Executive  of  the  Students'  Society,  known  as  the  Students'  Executive  Council, 
is  in  charge  of  activities  (excepting  athletics)  which  are  of  general  interest  to  all  the 
students.  Of  the  $20.00  fee  payable  by  the  students,  $10.00  is  paid  to  the  Athletics 
Board;  $1 .00  is  paid  to  the  Undergraduate  Societies;  and  $9.00  is  paid  to  the  Students' 
Executive  Council,  and  is  distributed  by  the  Council  as  follows:  $3.50  to  the  McGill 
Union;  $1.50  to  the  McGill  Daily  and  $4.00  to  the  general  funds  of  the  Students' 
Executive  Council. 

The  President  of  the  Students'  Society,  who  holds  office  for  one  year,  is  Chairman 
of  the  Executive  Council.  He  is  elected  in  the  month  of  March  by  a  ballot  of  all  the 
members  of  the  Society;  the  Vice-President  is  elected  by  and  from  the  members  of  the 
Council.  The  Secretary-Treasurer  is  appointed  by  the  Students'  Executive  Council 
for  one  year,  and  the  Comptroller  is  appointed  by  the  University  upon  the  recommend- 
ation of  the  Council. 

Each  Faculty  Undergraduate  Society  elects  in  December  one  representative  to  the 
Executive  Council,  who  holds  office  for  one  year  from  the  1st  of  January. 

The  President  of  the  McGill  Union,  elected  in  March  for  one  year,  and  the  Editor- 
in-Chief  of  the  McGill  Daily  are  ex-officio  members  of  the  Executive  Council,  and  their 
term  of  office  is  concurrent  with  that  of  the  President. 

The  women  undergraduates  are  represented  on  the  Students'  Executive  Council 
by  two  members,  one  elected  in  December  by  ballot  of  the  women  undergraduates, 
and  the  President  of  the  Women's  Union  of  McGill  University,  who  holds  office  for 
one  year  from  the  1st  of  July. 

It  is  the  duty  of  the  Students'  Executive  Council  to  supervise  the  activities  of  the 
Society  and  to  control  all  funds  contributed  by  the  students  to  it.

They  hove  performed  their  specific  duties  diligently,  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  their 
work  is  sheer  drudgery.     They  have  also  aided  in  many  other  vA/oys. 

Although  their  work  is  not  particularly  interesting,  the  representatives  gain  a 
great  deal  of  knowledge  and  experience  concerning  the  Annual.  It  is  the  hope  of 
the  Board  that  this  knowledge  will  not  be  permitted  to  slip  away,  but  that  some 
of  the  representatives  will  take  on  even  more  active  port  in  future  editions  of  the 
Annual.

Affectionately  known  to  its  staff  of  one  hundred  workers  as  the  best  (censored) 
fraternity  on  the  Campus,  disparagingly  referred  to  by  the  student  body  as  the  "Dully/' 
the  "Dilly/'  or  the  "Dally/'  and  profoundly  abused  by  publicity  agents  whose  stories 
were  not  given  a  1  20  point  eight  column  sweep,  McGill  s  student  newspaper  enjoyed 
a  progressive  year  under  the  canny  leadership  of  moustachioed  Editor-in-Chief 
Gerald  "Responsibility  '  Clark,  moralizing  Managing  Editor  Ronald  "Doc  "  Stephen, 
and  reactionary  News  Editor  Edmond  Lemieux. 

Editorially,  the  paper  carried  on  few  quixotic  crusades.  It  did,  however,  strike 
a  blow  for  Women's  Rights  by  initiating  Sadie  hHawkins  Week  as  a  Campus  institution, 
and  delivered  sweetly  reasonable  criticisms  of  University  affairs,  such  as  the  advisory 
system.  The  Managing  Board  further  enhanced  the  "Daily's"  prestige  as  a  school 
of  journalism  by  introducing  a  revised  style  book,  and  by  inaugurating  a  series  of 
talks  on  newspaper  work  and  allied  professions  by  men  eminent  in  these  fields. 

News  provided  an  intelligent  layout  and  type  sheet,  upon  which  Night  Editors 
Charles  "Social  Problems  "  Lipton,  Louis  "Television  "  Dudek,  Allen  "hleort  of  "  Gold, 
Malcolm  "Classics  "  Davies,  and  George  "Contacts  Man"  McDonald,  practised  their 
own  peculiar  variations  with  the  assistance  of  ambitious  reporters.  Good  coverage, 
"World  News  In  Brief,"  and  "Around  the  Campus  "  kept  students  more  or  less  accur- 
ately informed  of  what  was  going  on  around  them.  It  was  the  "Daily"  that  "broke 
the  news  of  definite  plans  for  the  new  gymnasium,  and  on  several  occasions  "beat 
downtown  papers  on  other  stories. 

Sports  justly  felt  that  its  pep  slogans — "Beat  Western,"  "Whip  the  hHorses/' 
"Roar  on  Redmen,"  and  "Come  on,  McGill  " — contributed  to  make  the  greatest  story 

of  the  decade— FIGHTING  TEAM  BRINGS  GRID  TITLE  TO  McGILL 

Genial  Sports  Editor  Monty  "Mub"  Berger  headed  an  outstanding  sports  page. 
He  was  ably  supported  throughout — sometimes  more  enthusiastically  than  he  desired — 
by  Sports  Feature  Editor  hlorace  "FHerky"  Graves,  and  Night  Editors  William  "Give- 
Sports-a-Breok"  Cairns,  Shan  "Beethovon"  Dunn,  Angus  Smith,  Norman  "Cancelled 
Cordon,  and  Gerald  Smith. 

Features,  overlooked  by  Glyn  "Flapdoodle"  Owen,  crashed  Page  One,  Column 
One,  with  columns  of  Campus  and  University  interest  and  special  correspondence 
from  New  York,  Paris,  and  Ottawa,  all  of  which  added  to  the  bright  tone  of  the  paper. 

On  Page  Two,  Impressario  Ralph  Robinovitch  wrote  music  reviews  with  wit  and 
point,  Reuben  Ship  in  "Theatre"  periodically  poisoned  the  M.R.  Tea,  and  Lewis 
"Napoleon"  Poch  plugged  bids  for  the  next  edition  of  the  Five-Foot-Shelf. 

Women's  Editor  Rhoda  hienderson  lent  a  touch  of  feminine  flutter  and  kittenish 
gossip  to  the  columns  of  The  Oldest  College  Daily  in  Canada.  Incidentally,  Features 
put  out  one  of  the  most  successful  Christmas  Literary  Issues  in  the  "Daily's  '  history. 

Exchanges  Editor  Jock  "There's-Nothing-Wrong-With-That"  Greenwood  kept 
the  R.V.C.  breakfast  table  chuckling  over  his  selections  from  current  college  humour.

Well  over  2,000 
texts  were  taken  in  this  year  and  total  sales  were  slightly  in  excess  of  $1,400.00 

The  adoption  of  a  joint  membership  this  year  proved  to  be  extremely  success- 
ful and  resulted  in  a  more  equitable  division  of  the  executive  work.  The  form 
for  entering  books  for  sale  was  altered,  as  was,  also,  the  pay-off  book  system. 
Responsibility  for  books  left  in  the  Exchange  was  reduced  from  5  to  3  years.

THE    PHILOSOPHICAL    SOCIETY

The  first,  early  in  December,  was  Terrence  Rattigan  s  '  French  without  Tears", 
a  light  modern  comedy,  chosen  because  of  its  possibilities  of  comparitively 
inexpensive  production  and  its  probable  appeal  to  our  student  audience, 
on  which  we  are  dependent  for  financial  success.

This  was  a  difficult  and  ambitious  ploy,  giving  full  scope  for  experimental  staging 
and  costumes. 

Workshop  activities  consisted  of  three  one  act  plays,  presented  in  the  Ball 
Room  of  the  Union,-  considering  the  facilities  at  hand  these  plays  were  satisfactory. 

The  foregoing  reserve  of  the  Club's  activities  shows  how  the  Player  s

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STUDENTS'     ATHLETIC     COUNCIL 

The  Students'  Athletic  Council  was  formed  three  years  ago  for  the  purpose  of  extend- 
ing Student  government  into  the  realms  of  University  Athletics.  The  Council  has  full 
powers  of  administration  and  control  over  all  University  Athletics  subject  to  the  final 
decision  of  the  Athletics  Board  on  any  matter  which  that  body  considers  as  adversely 
affecting  University  policy,  and  on  any  question  of  expenditure  of  monies  for  the 
purpose  of  athletics. 

The  Council  is  composed  of  ten  members:  The  President  of  the  Students'  Society, 
the  Manager  of  Intramural  Athletics^  one  representative  from  each  of  the  following 
Clubs:  (a)  Rugby,  (b)  Hockey,  (c)  Basketball,  (d)  Track  and  hlarrier,-  one  representative 
from  each  of  the  following  groups  of  Clubs:  (a)  Soccer  and  English  Rugby,  (b)  Boxing, 
Wrestling,  Fencing  and  Gymnastics,  (c)  Winter  Outing,  Swimming  and  Water  Polo,- 
and  one  representative  elected  by  the  male  members  of  the  Students'  Society. 

The  term  of  office  is  so  arranged  that  the  various  representatives  leave  office  at 
different  times  of  the  year.  The  President  of  the  Students'  Society,  and  the  four 
representatives  of  hlockey.  Basketball,  B.  W.  &  F.  and  Gymnastics,  Winter  Outing, 
Swimming  and  Water  Polo  held  office  from  July  1st  to  June  30th.  All  other  repre- 
sentatives hold  office  from  January  1st  to  December  31st. 

Students  administration  in  Athletics  has  already  proven  itself  a  great  success, 
and  the  Council  is  confident  that  this  is  but  the  beginning  of  a  new  and  prosperous 
era  for  the  athletics  of  McGill  University. 
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SENIOR     BASKETBALL    TEA 


The  present  season  was  the  most  successful  the  Senior  Basketball  Team  has  experienced 
in  several  years.  Though  they  were  slow  in  hitting  their  stride,  the  players  rounded 
into  top  shape  towards  the  end  of  the  season  and  in  a  whirlwind  finish  pumped  into  a 
First  place  tie  with  Western  and  Toronto  in  the  Intercollegiate  league. 

The  team  started  off  rather  inauspiciously  by  losing  to  Central  Y.M.C.A.  of  the 
Montreal  Basketball  League  in  an  exhibition  game  by  the  score  of  35-32.  On  the 
next  week-end  the  team  travelled  to  Burlington  Vt.  to  meet  University  of  Vermont  and 
was  soundly  beaten  by  a  more  aggresive  squad.  The  final  score  was  46-24.  The 
next  two  encounters  were  more  encouraging,  however,  two  teams  from  the  M.B.L., 
Nationale  and  North  Branch  Y.M.C.A.,  being  beaten  by  scores  of  26-25  and  55-22 
respectively. 

Immediately  prior  to  the  Christmas  vacation  the  team  set  out  on  a  four  day  trip 
across  the  border.  In  Schenectady  the  campaign  was  opened  with  a  57-44  win  over 
Union  College.  In  New  York  City,  however,  McGill  was  faced  by  two  of  the  most 
powerful  teams  in  the  States  and  lost  to  Long  Island  University  77-39  and  to  City 
College  of  New  York  43-28. 

In  mid  January  another  trip  to  the  States  was  made.  At  Albany,  N.Y.,  State 
Teachers  College  was  beaten  50-49,  but  the  following  night  at  Troy,  N.Y.  the  team 
performed  poorly  and  was  beaten  by  Rennselaer  Polytechnique  Institute  40-16. 

One  more  exhibition  game  was  played  before  the  opening  of  the  intercollegiate 
schedule  against  Dominion  Douglas  of  the  M.B.L.,  the  latter  winning  48-40. 

The  inaugural  game  of  the  Intercollegiate  season  was  played  on  the  M.hH.S. 
floor  and  turned  out  to  be  a  ragged  game  which  Toronto  won  45-30.  The  next 
week-end  there  was  a  successful  trip  to  Kingston  where  Oueen  s  was  defeated  56-46. 
Western  was  the  next  visitor  and  went  away  with  a  36-29  victory.  Oueen  s  then 
proved  an  easy  mark  on  the  McGill  home  floor  and  was  defeated  43-28. 

At  this  point  in  the  schedule  Toronto  and  Western  were  tied  for  the  leadership 
of  the  league  with  8  points  apiece.  Each  had  beaten  Oueen's  twice,  McGill  once 
and  they  had  split  their  own  two-game  series.  McGill  had  beaten  Oueens  twice  to 
gain  4  points,  but  was  now  faced  with  what  the  drama-conscious  Daily  called  a 
"Suicide  Trip". 

In  London  two  determined  teams  met  in  a  game  as  exciting  as  the  score  indicates: 
McGill  42,  Western  41.  The  following  night  in  Toronto,  a  convincing  victory  was 
won  over  Varsity,  39-33. 

A  unique  situation  now  existed  for  Varsity,  Western  and  McGill  were  in  a  three- 
way  tie  for  first  place.  McGill  fully  expected  that  a  play-off  would  be  arraneed, 
but  it  was  felt  by  the  other  colleges  concerned  that  it  was  too  late  in  the  college  year 
to  take  the  time  for  play-offs.

The  McGill  Harriers  led  by  Lloyd  Cooke,  won  the  Intercollegiate  Harrier  Meet 
for  the  third  successive  year.  Cooke  broke  the  record  by  twenty  seconds  and 
established  a  new  intercollegiate  mark  of  27.32. 


McGill   sent  two  teams  down   to  the  Dartmouth   Invitation   Dual   Meet;  the 
Seniors  won  handily,  while  the  seconds  lost  by  a  small  margin. 


The  McGill  runners  climaxed  a  brilliant  season  by  capturing  the  Dunlop 
Shield  in  the  Annual  Rood  Race,  which  is  emblematic  of  the  Provincial  hHarrier 
Championship.  It  is  worthy  of  note  that  McGill  took  four  of  the  first  five  places, 
and  nine  of  the  first  sixteen. 
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THE      TENNIS      CLUB 


The  Intercollegiate  Championships  were  held  at  McGill,  this  year,  with  four  teams 
participating  in  a  round  robin  tournament.  In  this  type  of  tournament  matches 
were  only  played  between  men  who  each  held  the  same  ranking  on  their  own 
particular  team,  and  it  was  found  to  be  most  satisfactory.  Toronto  won  the 
singles  and  doubles  championships,  and  came  first  in  the  tournament.  The  McGill 
team  came  third.  Owing  to  graduation  the  team  lost  Bob  Murray  and  Bill 
O'Brien,  leaving  Pierre  Dessaulles  to  carry  on  with  relatively  new  figures  in 
tennis  at  McGill. 

The  McGill  University  tournament  hod  on  unsually  large  entry  of  eighty-four. 
The  finalists  were  Pierre  Dessaulles  and  Stuart  O'Brien.  The  Championship 
match  was  not  completed,  owing  to  an  ankle  in|ury  to  O  Brien,  and  will  be 
replayed  in  the  Spring.  This  injury  to  O'Brien  kept  him  out  of  the  Intercollegiate 
Tournament,  and  influenced  to  some  extent  the  team  s  final  standing.
